16—The general 


strike of the Commercial Telegraph- 
ers' Union,Involving 10,000 men and 
,100 cities, is now in all parts of 
the 


-United States. 
President Small 
of 


the organization, signed the general 
order at 1 o'clock this morning. It 
•was Immediately flashed to all cor- 
ners of the country. 


. This is the beginning of the mighty 
struggle that -the union - operators 
Have wished for during the past few 
•weeks. Small arrived in Chicago at 6 
o'clock last night and was met at the 
depot by 2,000 cheering telegraphers 
and their sympathizers. He was giv- 
en a hearty- reception and was car- 
ried a short distance on the shpulders 
of his admirers. 


For six-hours the general 
strike 


order was under 
consideration 
by 


Samuel Gompers Secretary 
Russell, 


President Small and other labor lead- 
ers. 
The long discussion was princi- 


pally on the question of conciliation, 
the national leaders favoring peace. 
lAt 1 o'clock this morning Small at- 
tached his signature to the general 
order prepared in advance and 
the 


news was instantly spread in all di- 
rections. 
The fact 
Messrs. 
Quick, 


Pertain and Ramsey of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers attended the 
meeting was responsible for many ru- 
mors that the 
railroad 
operators 


•would be involved in the strike. Sec- 
retary Quick, upon emerging from the 
conference room, declared 
his men 


would not be called out. 


"We will certainly live up to our 


contracts with .the general managers 
of the various roads," he said. "In 
view of the fact that it has taken u 
years to establish 
some 
of 
these 


agreements, 
we 
do not 
feel 
liko 


breaking them." 


President Small's action has great- 


ly increased the feeling of confidence 
among 'the operators. The union men 
realize they are facing the greatest 
fight in the-history of their organiza- 
tion, but none of them seems in doubt 
as to the outcome 
of the struggle. 


They say Small's action spells vic- 
tory for them. 


It is agreed by all that any action 


looking to peace must naturally be 
taken in New York, where the princi- 
pal officers of both telegraph compan- 
ies are iocated. Commissioner of La7 
tor Nciil has announced that he will 
return to Washington-foday to await 
further 
developments. 
It 
is not 


known whether he will confer with 
the union officials before departing. 
He may not because he said early to- 
day that all efforts to negotiate for 
peace on the first da> of the general 
strike would prove vain.

Mexico City, Aug. 10.—A cablegram 


received here from San Salvador says 
that Captain John H. Poe, who was at 
one time well known as a Princeton 
football player and who recently has 
been fighting in Ihe Honduran army, 
has left Salvador on the steamer San 
Juan for San Francisco, where he pro- 
poses to recruit a ''foreign legion" to 
take part in the expected war between 
Central American states.

We will 
fight tooth and nail, to the last ditch, 
to the last dollar, and to the last man, 
if necessary. 
We will not lack for 


money in this fight. I will immediately 
indorse the general strike order. Every 
telegrapher not bound by a contract 
will be affected. Our contracts will be 
respected by us just as long as the 
other parties live up to them." 


Small was accorded 
a 
rousing 


greeting on his arrival from the west 
at the Union depot. More than three 
thousand people, half of whom were 
striking telegraphers, fought each 
other for a glimpse of the chief official

Union of America. "We want no arbi- 
tration, we want no arbitration," they 
kept shouting. International Secretary 
Wesley Russell, who had gone to Gen- 
eva, 111., to meet President Small, was 
also given an enthusiastic reception. 
As President Small passed through the 
shouting mass of strikers and sympa- 
thizers he was almost lifted from his 
feet by the pwshing, fighting throng.

AMERICANS IN MEXICAN PRISONS 


Bis Contemplated Visit Across Mexican Border is Watched 


With Interest by all Americans There-D, S, Sub- 


jects in Prison Tbere are Horribly Treated.

(Special to the Advocat<O 


Mexico City, Aug. 16.—All eyes of 


the Americans living in Mexico are 
now turned toward the American bor- 
der, looking for the contemplated trip 
of Secretary of State Elihu Root, 
some time in September and all are 
wondering what this means at this 
time. Is Secretary Root touring Mex- 
ico in the interest of the classes, or 
in the interest of the masses? 


It is said the secretary is coming 


to Mexico in the interests of the 
^manufacturers and capitalists of the 
United States, and it is also said he 
is visiting Mexico to study the condi- 
tions here, in regard to the treatment 
of American citizens by the Mexican 
Government and court officials. We all 
hope this may be true, as the treat- 
ment of United States subjects 
in 


Mexico, would no be tolerated by any 
government except the Washington- 
Roosevelt government. 


The treatment of Americans here 


is on. the same basis as the Spanish 
Inquisition. 
Every case here is han- 


dled under the old Roman and French 
laws, and every one arrested in Mex- 
ico has to prove his innocence before 
he is released. The burden of proof 
lies with the prisoner, and any one 
can .'o to an officer and point out a 
person he wants arrested. 
On any 


charge the officer will make the ar- 
rest, and the party will lay in a damp, 
dirty Mexican prison for weeks, and 
sometimes months, before he is re- 
leased. If they have friends to look 
after them, they are given 3 "cents in 
gold per day to live on by the govern- 
ment. No bedding, no toilet privileges, 
generally in a dungeon, and without 
light. 


This is old Mexico, the same as it 


•was in the days of Davy Crockett, and 
the Alamo massacre. Messrs. E. Sto- 
ver and W. B. Speed, two American 
railway conductors, who are in prison 
at San Luis Potosi, under sentence of 
fifteen years each, are no nearer their 
release than the day they were ar- 
rested. 


The evidence in this case shows 


Stover to be an innocent party, but 
still he has been held in a Mexican 
pest hole for the past year, and his 
American friends have been furnishing 
him clothes and food every since he 
was arrested. Speed is under sentence ', 
for protecting himself against a motly 
drunken mob of Mexicans, who under- 
took to run all Americans out of Car- 
denas, S. L. P., on the night of July 
22, 1906. 


Secretary Root has all the evidence 


in these two cases, and may be asked 
by the Americans, when he visits Mex- 
ico, to further investigate the Stovei 
and Speed cases. The committee ap- j 
pointed by the Mexican government to i 
meet Secretary Root at the border, | 
and to entertain him while in Mexico,' 
aoes not look good to the Americans I 
here. 


We believe It to be an attempt by 


the Mexican 
government^to white- 


wash the charges and treatment the 
Americans have received by the Mex- 
ican government. 
All Americans will 


watch every 
move Secretary 
Root 


makes while in Mexico. 


On the night of June 16, 1907, at 


Cardenas, S. L. P., there was a fight 
among a gang of Mexicans. A Mexi- 
can boiler maker was shot and killed 
close to the caboose of Conductor 
Curtis E. Ellenwood. Ellenwood and 
his brakeman were asleep in their ca- 
boose at the time of the fight. "When 
the officers found the dead body of the 
Mexican, they went 
to Ellenwood's 


caboose, and woke liim up, arresting 
Ellenwood^ and his two brakemen. At 
their trial the following day, the evi- 
dence showed Ellenwood had nothing 
to do with the fight, and knew noth- 
ing about it, and he was acquitted. 


The next day, Judge Louis G. Go- 


mez, 
the man who sentenced Stover 


and Speed, heard of the case, and or- 
dered Ellenwood re-arrested and taken 
to Aliquenes, which was done. Ellen- 
wood was taken overland, walking 20 
miles under an escort of csvr.iry, and 
abused and beaten by this escort with 
their sabres, to make him run ail the 
way. 


The marks of treatment received j 


from this escort, Ellenwood will carry | 
for life. Upon arrival at this famous 
Aliquenes prison the prisoner was put 
in 
"incommunicato" for 24 hours, 


without food 
or 
water. Ellenwood 


says he offered the guard $1.00 for a 
drink of water and it was refused him.

the machinery of the Mexican goverfl- 
ment to work, but during this time 
the San Luis Division between Aguas 
Calientes and Tampico, (400 miles ot 
track) was tied up, and no trains 
moved. On June 18th, Ellinwood was 
released, and no charge made against 
him, 
after he was brutally treated by 


the representatives of the Mexican 
government. 


The Americans in Mexico have ex- 


tended to Secretary Root a special in- 
vitation to visit Mexico, and investi- 
gate the treatment received by United 
States ciizens, by the Mexican gov- 
ernment. 
Will he do it? In the case 


of Curtis E. Ellinwood, 200 employes 
of the Mexican Central railway did 
something that the United States gov- 
ernment has never done in Mexico. 
Shame- to the United States represen- 
tatives in Mexico, and as long as these 
same representatives remain—from D. 
E. Thompson down to the lowest con- 
sulate—all Americans will be treated 
the same as in the past. 


Another case which has just occured 


and passed will be given. On May 5th, 
1905, 
Engineer Rossiter, who' was at 


that time working for the National 
Railway of Mexico, was pulling a reg- 
ular train, and ran into the rear end 
of an extra at Octoclan. The extra 
had no flag out, and the result was 
ore man had his leg broken and five 
goats were killed. The car next to 
the" caboose was a car of goats, and 
the man in charge of them was in- 
jured. Engineer 
Rossiter 
quit the 


National and came to Aguas Calientes, 
and he has been working out of Aguas 
Calientes as an engineer for the past 
two years. Rossiter was arrested in 
Aguas Calientes June 16th, 1907, for 
the accident which occurred more than 
two years before; whereJn he was not 
responsible 
for injuries received by 


the stockman. Rossiter 
makes the 


following statement: 


"I was put in a dirty, filthy, lousy 


pest hole, which is called a Mexican 
pVison and was kept there 24 days. My 
friends supplied me with 
food 


starved if my American friends had 
not come to my relief. 


"On, or about the 10th of July, the 


Ineers and conductors took up my 
s, and took such 
action that if 


something was not done immediately 
in my behalf, the main line of the

would be tied up, 


until I was released. I was immedi- 
ately taken to Mexico City and from 


the Republic of Mexico, where I had

The writer of this article has been 


in Mexico a year and a half, and 
knows the situation as it exists, and 
a great many Americans have regis- 
tered as British and German subjects, 
repudiating the stars and stripes. This 
is a nice state of affairs when a United 
States citizen has to go to the British 
and German governments for protec- 
tion. Possibly all Americans in Mex- 
ico are "undesirable Citizens."
